IS GREAT BRITAIN ABOUT TO AS- 
SIST CANADA? 

Wbilo tlio public nwnitwith auxiolytlio 
cceipt of Lord Carnarvon's roiily to tho 
momoriiil of the Local Hoiiso, it will not 
1)0 out of placo to direct the popular mind 
to circumstanoos which would aeeiu to in- 
dicate an intention on the part of the Brit- 
ish Government to bear at least a portion 
of the burthen of oonstrnctiDg the trans- 
continental railway through Britisli North 
America. Recent events iu tho East 
mny have opened tlio eyes of tho 
Imperial GoTernmeutto tho advisability 
—tbo absolute necosBity of Groat Britiiin 
having another avonuo of comnninicnliou 
with India besides through tho Sue-/, Can- 
al. Egypt in tho hands of an enemy, or 
British commorco rendered insecure by 
tho presence of a hostile lleet in the Med- 
iterranean would prove a very disastrous 
thingfor tho Imperial country. The se- 
cret of Great Britain's objection to the 
ooonpatron of Turkey by Bussia lies in 
th« apprehension that her highway to In- 
dia may be closed at some future day. 
She cares nothing for Turkey so long as she 
is Buro of India. To proboi vo lior communi- 
cations with tho East, England joined 
France in tho Crimean war and lost many 
milliona of pounds and 100,000 lives. 
Within tho past few weeks sho has ^tood 
on tho brink of another war with Russia, 
tho prosecution of which would have cost 
her many millions more of treasure- 
millions that would have been absolutely 
wasted, and for which there would have 
been nothing to show save a large increase 
in the national debt nod battle fijKls 
strewn with tho corpses of British soldiei-s. 
Now, if a titho of tho money Circuit Brit- 
ain would bo called on to waste in war to 
protect her Indian coiumunicatious were 
contributed towards tho const ruction of 
the Canadian Pacilic Railway, an easy 
liue of communication with India would 
bo secured in tlio event of tho integrity of 
tho Suez Canal route being threatened by 
EuBsin or any other power. Had she u 
route through her own territory she 
might laugh to scorn all attempts to tap 
her Eastern communications and would 
certainly (supposing Russia disijosed to 
attack Turkey) bo iu a more favorable 
po.sition to dictate. ^Ir. Samlford I-'lum- 
ing, it is well known, was in 
England from April till u yaouth ago. 
His hoaJquartors vrcio at tho Culouial 
Office in London. Erom that ollice there 
bus bsen issued a number of queries ad- 
dressed to nautical men in this country 
respecting the various inlets, bays aud 
harbors on the coast of tho British Co- 
lumbian mainland, showing that in tlu; 
hands of the Imperial Government has 
been placed the selection of tho wosteni 
terminna of the Railway. At Ottawa it is 
Boid that Mr. Fleming will return al- 
laoBt immediately to Liaid',ai, there to ic 
Maiu permanently, willi the liead oHii-'o 
of tho Canada Pacilic K iilw;iy iu the lui- 
periul Govtrianent linililmjjs.

ttataila or a Itemarknlils Cnso orUol-bery— 
Thlevei With a Fortuae VaeleiB In Tlielr 
Ilanag— The Story of tlieir Capture. 

The story, as ut labt made public, re- 
garding the robbery of tho famous EUos 
mero dinnonds is oiio of the strangost on 
record. In tho month of January, 185G 
Lady Mary Louise Campbell, Countess of 
EUe'smero, received an invitation from 
her Majesty tho Quoon to pay a visit to 
Windsor Castle. She wont with her maids 
in cabs, with her jewelry worth nearly 
$80,000 in a black portmanteau. When 
tho party reached tlioir destination this 
purtmanteiu was missing. 'Iho greatest 
excitement prevailed. A reward of XuOO 
was promptly offered, but without result; 
uor was it till neally two yoar,s afterwards 
that tbo my.slery of it-, disappearance was 
solved. Somo persons had been arrostod 
on sut-piciim, wherenpon William AtwoU 
ro.sidiug at tho SpriagUeld jail, and him- 
,self ouo of the actors iu tho ilraina, volun- 
toured to tell the slory, which he did iu 
rioh, racy English, and wiih an attention 
to detail rivaling the descriptions of De- 

.'0(!. 

It seems that on tho momor-iblo 22d of 
.Tanuary, iSud, Mr. .\twcll, in coii!niir.y 
wiih his friends, ilessrs. Wl.itty and 
Saint— all three ou felonious thor.^lits in- 
tent — set out upon a little excursion from 
Loudon Bridge to the West End. When 
in tbo neighborhood of Grosvonor Square 
they uaw a carriiigo.dvawu by two liorsea, 
and, immediately preceding it, two street 
cibs. On one of these was placed a largo 
black portuuintiiau, with a smaller one liy 
its side. Mr, Wbilty theroiipon remark- 
ed, "'There go Port Si. Peter's;" which 
expression, being inlorpreted, means 
trunks. Tho friends wore instantly lired 
with noble ardor. "May I be lagged," 
exidaiiuod the enthusiastic WWtty, "'but 
I'll have the big one." .Vtwell doubted the 
feasibility of tbo attempt, "If you do 
you'll tumble [alarm] the eoacheo," ho 
said. By this time tho cabs wero in the 
centre of the square, tho ca'-riaije having 
passed thorn. The daring Wliitty jump- 
ed on tho back of tho ojb, laid hold of 
the rail with his left hand, and with his 
right bind pulled the largo portmanteau 
off, it fell in tbo road, and was so heavy 
ihat it dragged him oil witli it, and man 
and trunk eniue to the ground together. 
'Tho horse reared, and At.well called out, 
"You bavo tumbled tho man." It was a 
false alarm, however; tho driver had not 
noticed the robbery, and. after following 
tho eab s for a siiuaro or so to see that the 
coast was clear, wliitty returned t-o his 
comi-ninions. Saint accosted him with, 

"Lilt hold of it. Toe, it's so heavy," 

Mr. Wbilty declined. "It's a fine job," 
said he, "after I'vj pulled it, that I m to 
swag (carry) it."

No 
part of the stolen property was ever ro- 
covorod, aud tho countess had only the 
barren satisfaction of punishing the 
thiovos. Atwell, already under sentence 
for another ofibaco, was let ofY with a six 
luontlis' prolongation of his current im- 
prisonment, wliilo Mr. Jackson was re- 
warded with penal service for ten years.
